Count the 
salesmen who have called on you 
during the past year and offered 
you advertising schemes calculated 
to enrich the bank account of 
sOme wise person in a far away 
town and you will understand 
what I mean.

In every town worthy of the 
bame in this country there exists 
oue or more local newspapers. 
In some cases the circulation of 
those journals is small. They 
have a struggle for existence and 
in about seventy-fixe cases out of 
ove hundred these papers do not 
pay atall. The publishers rely 
on other business, such as job 
printing, to reimburse them for 


for their labor. More often than 
not it is alaborof love. No more 
conscious set of men to exist than 
the country newspaper editors. 
Does 16 not therefore seem to you 
that those men and thir papers 
are deserving of all the support 
you can give them? If their cir- 
culations are small it is your 
blame and the blame of others 
like you. You cannot get circul- 
ation without money and if most 
of those newspapers were given 
greater advertising support they 
would be able to give better value 
and take other means to boost 
their circulation. Give to them, 
therefore, the money you are ac- 
customed to spend on those out- 
side advertising schemes. Give 
your neighbors\a fair show. 

Do not, fora monent, suppose 
that your advertising will not pay 
you in your local paper and still 
less pay attention to any lack of 
success yon have had in the past 
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very few papers in the United 
Stutes, after a long experience of 


them, which charge too much for | 


their space to local merchants. 


Second, you have to take enough 
space. Ilere again most mer- 
chants fall down Buying a piece 
of land about three feet by two to 
make an income by farming would 
be folly, would it not? Purchas- 
ing space in a newspaper that is 
inadequate to contain a pulling 
advertisement of your buainess is 
just as bad if not worse folly. 
The merchant who spends Jess 
than five per cent of his income 
op advertising is losing money 
and is a living example of the old 
English adage ‘‘penny wise pound 
foolish.” 


Third, you must take space for 
a long enough time to give the ad- 
vertisement a chance. If you 
planted a piece of land with sweet 
potatoes you would not dig them 
up at the end of two months, 
would you? No, you would give 
them time to produce acrop. It 
is the same with advertising, you 
must give it time to produce pay- 
ing results.

one year leave it alone till you 
have more knowledge and better 
sense, 

Last, but not least, you must
